You'll find the above listed ‘‘must’’ varieties, plus the other varieties 
in this catalogue, already balled and burlapped in our handy heal beds 
ready for you to pick up at any time. 

These beds are filled with sawdust in a location near the parking area 
and our office, making it convenient to you and ourselves. We then dig 
the plants and arrange them in “heal” in alphabetical order, and tagged 
with name and price. The grafted plants are arranged this way too, but 
kept in separate beds; specimens, three feet or more, in another bed; and 
the Gold Siar rare varieties in still another. Come in and look them over.

In these beds you’ll also find Sasanquas, Azaleas and Magnolias. From 
time to time we’li have other items of shrubbery you might like, so we sug- 
gest you visit us often.

As you well know, the varieties of Camellias are listed in 
nursery catalogues according to classification. That is, the 
standard varieties are separa.ed from the rare and unusual ones, 
with the prices of the latter being considerably higher than the 
standards, because in most cases the supply of the rarer ones 
is quite limited. (You may also know that many of the stand- 
ard or lower classed varieties are just as beautiful as some of 
the so called fine ones.) In past season we, too, have listed our 
Camellias in this manner. However, this season we find our 
supply of the finer ones is just as ample as the standards. We 
are glad to offer you the benefit of this. Therefore, we are 
listing our own root Camellias without class distinction, and 
pricing them according to size only. Here’s your chance to buy 
some choice varieties. For your information we are marking 
with stars the varieties we have heretofore listed in rare groups. 

Because scme plants are bushy and others are more slender 
of growth, we are listing two prices for each size, one showing 
the size which refers to an average plant, and the other marked 
specimen, meaning bushy. The regular sizes are very fine 
plants, but naturally the ones that are more heavily branched 
are finer. Usually they are older plants. It is also a fact that 
the habit of growth of certain varieties is slender, some average, 
while others are quite bushy, and so in order to regulate prices 
more uniformly, we have listed them according to the size and 
shape of the plant. We hope this new price arrangement will 
meet with your approval, and we’re sure it will serve to your 
benefit in securing a fine plant for the price. 

Please specify the size and price when ordering. An acknowl- 
edgement will be mailed for your correction, and your order 
filled according to your instructions. Buds are scarce this year, 
but you can be assured that we will supply budded plants as far 


as possible.

ADMIRAL NIMITZ (Kishu-Tsukasa)** MS to L 
Large imbricated pink with occasional petal mottled white. Foliage 
and habit of growth similar to Laurel Leaf. Grafts only. (12”’-24’"). 


ADOLF AUDUSSON** MS 
Large semi-double red of rich quality. Heavy dark green foliage. Good 
grower. Grafts only. (12”-24’). 
ADOLF AUDUSSON, VAR** MS 
You'll like this one. Same desirable quality as above except marbled 
with white. Grafts only. (12’’-24’). 
ALBA PLENA E 
The perfect touch to a bride’s attire. This old variety, most popular 
for generations is still the leading formal double white. The snowy 
blooms are perfectly formed and begin opening usually.in October. It 
is a rather open habit of growth, unless grown in the sun. The variety 
is likely to be injured by extremely cold weather, so should be planted 
in protected locations.

CASSETTI* L 
If you're a wolf you'll whistle at this one. Perfect for you men to 
wear. This beautiful miniature white is a formal double; occasionally 
opening to show a few tiny, short stamens. Thin growth as a young 
plant, but grows into a fine specimen. Grafts only. (12’-24’). 

CATHERINE CATHCART** L 
As spectacular in the spring as an Easter bonnett, and twice as pretty. 
One of the few Camellias that blooms on the top side of the foliage. 
Ain’t that nice. Double imbricated soft pink with blended white spots. 
Rather thin grower as a young plant; heavily veined foliage. Own 
root only. (8’’-30’’). 

CHANDLERI ELEGANS MS 
Superb is not a big enough word for this one, but we can’t think of 
another right now. For generations it’s been a popular favorite, and 
will always be.

Variegated double, white with pink markings. Variable from formal 
double to peony form. Good foliage; fast and symmetrical of growth.

One of the grandest whites in existence. So refined you’ll never forget 
its beauty. A large loose peony type of extra fine quality. Grafts only.

EMPEROR OF RUSSIA* MS

This variety has such a distinctive rich red color, that it always draws 
attention.

MATHOTIANA ROSEA (Rosea Superba)** L

This one just loves to bloom. You can tell by the way it just keeps 
doing it.
